THAT SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED.

The Senator's illness Kept Him From
Making Things Lively.

A BLOW AT BEAVER'S MILITARY PRIDE

State Benator J. 8. Rutan is recovering
his beslth slowly. A DISPATCH reporter
called mpon bim last evening. The Senator
is suffering from & severe sttack of rheu-
matism, and he experiences considerable
paln in his srms snd shoulders. Dr. Flem-
ing assures him that his chances of recovery
are very good, and the Senatoralso feels
that, though he has been s sick man all win.
ter, he is growing stronger every day.

His old friend, Senator Quay, is anxious
to bave him go back to the springs at Carls
bad, iv Bobemia, and take another course
of trestmext; but Mr. Rutan does nmot care
to go. Hesayshe has been in Europe five
times and he would rather remain at home.

The dootor has forbidden him to excite
himself; but the Benstor is a very gemal
man and likes to talk. Umnknown to the
phyeician his friends have been callingon
him frequently, and he enjors their com-
pany.

The Senator was anxious te set ot rest
certain political romors about himseif, as
well as 1o speak of some of the things he
intended to do the past winter if he had not
been taken ill

JUST WHAT HE WANTR.

Senator Quay has written to him often to

say that he could have any office he wanted

that Quay counld get; but Senator
Rutan says he doesn’t want the posi-
tions. His only desire is to be

re-electod to the State Senate, becanse there
are twe United Stutes Senators to be voted
for. Tne Commissionership of Customs was
offered him, but the salary is not large
enough to puy him, and he has no desire to
live in Washington. He could have had,
also, the Collectorship of the Port in Pitts-
burg, tut he doesn't want it

“Now,"” said the Senstor, having made
these general statements, ~'I wish to show
bow §250,000, at least, of the State’s funds
are wasted or stolen, every tear. If I
hadn't been sick this winter, there area
number of evils I would have bad investi-
guted. 1 intended to begin with the loss of
the revenue bill, two vears ago. Not long
ago Governor Beaver boasted, so T am told,
that he wonld have wetoed that bill any-
bow, even if the President of the Senate had
sigmed it. At the opening of the ses
sion my plan was to introduce
a resolution by which all the appropristion
bills should be returned to the Senate from
the Governor 13 days before the session
closed, so that vetoed bills eould bave been
passed over his besd, ifoecessary. Asit s,
the Senate is at the mercy of the Governor,
and he can dictate as he pleases.

"1 am positive the Governor was respon-
sible for the failure of the revenue bill. The
very fact that he discharged his &wn clerk
who shounld have attended to it, six months
afterward, indicates that

SOMETHING WAS WRONG.

“1i is strange, too, that such an importsnt
bill ghouid lie on the Governor's table for
ten days before it was discovered. The
Governor excuses himself by saying that he
was busy examining into the merits of ap-
propriation bills that he began to veto as
soon as he found outthe Revenue bill would
not become alaw, Infact, he cutoff$1,000,-
000 in sppropriastions because the bill bad
failed. He reduoed the appropriation for
ithe Allegheny Home for Colored Children
£2.500; eut of £25000 for the Allegheny
Hospital, and, in a similar manner, shaved
down the money that should have gone to
support insspe asyvlums, hospitals, ichaotll.:e,

e1c,, throughout the BState. At
same time he @gave the Siate
Agricultural College, near Bellefonte,

(his own school), $112,000. An expert edu-
cator told me that boys could be educated
in Germany or st Edinburgh for less money
than the State pays to this school,

*The secret of the Governor's sctivity in
eutting down the legitimste appropriations
to charitable institotions in the State
is his pgreat anxiety to pay more
of the State debt than Pattison did. The
law requires that 8250000 is to be paid on
the debt every year; but Beaver has already

id $1,200,000, while the hospitals, ete.,
E:]n bhad to suffer. The moneys in the
ﬁgg;lnnd and the annoal revenues are
sufficient 1o pay off the debt in a short time,
withont resorting to such a poliey of oun-
ting appropristions.
